Accompanied By Loud Peals 
of Thunder 



An Awe-Inspiring Electrical 
Display— El0ment8 at War 
—A Night of Horror 



This city and vicinity were visited 
Saturday night and Sunday by the 
most violent rain and eleotrieal storm 
that hae been witneeeed here in years 

—only once, in April, 1908, has it 
been surpaesed, when disHHtt r on a 
larger scale followed in its wake. 

The etorm ol Saturday night was 
preceded by portantooe oloQde» dark 
and lowering, with vivid HHohee of 
lightning and peale uf rumbling thun- 
der. Between 10 and ]1 o'clock the 
flood gates ol heaven opened and a 
deluge of rain began falling that waa 
fearful to behold, certain parts ot the 
city being flooded and streets converted 
into veritable rivers. 

Ae wae the case seventeen months 
ago, the residence of Mr. Sent Brooks 
in Weft Third Htrctt and the dwellings 
on the North side of Third street nnd 
the bouses in Grave alley were more or 
less inundated, presenting eoenee of 
heart>rending deoolltion and deotrnc- 
tion. 

As on the former occasion, Mr.' 
Brooks' residence was made a spillway 
and outlet for the great volume of 
water that isAued forth from the old 
and anti(|uated sewer, 

The water, lour feet deep, ran lilce a 
milltail throtigh the house, paesing 
out the windoire. and doorway, carry- 
ing everything movable in its path be- 
fore it and endangering the lives and 
uiHrooning the family in the second 
story of the building. 

Verily, it was a night of dread and 
horror, especially for the Inmatee ot 
the Brooks home. 

Willing hands set to work yesterday 
morning cleaning out the debris, left 
by the muddy water on the flrat floor, 
and scarce had the work began when 
at 11 o'clock another heavy rain set in 
and there was almost a repetition of 
the sad havoc ot the night previoue. 

itaino Bros., grain merchants, who 
sustained n big los.i in the overflow of 
April, 19UM, escaped '^eriiuis damage 
this time by a closer margin, as did 
Mr. Frederieli, Mr. Donohne and Mr. 
Sidwell, ocoupyiug cottages near by. 
Amelia Sikes, colored, on the corner 
of the alley, did not tare so well, the 
water making a chute of her front door 
aod paeeiog out in the rear. The water 
was several inches deep on her floor 
and did considerable damage to house- 
hold goods. The unfortunates on the 
Weat aide ot Qrave alley were likewiee 
drowned out, 

Mr. James Redmond, Mr. J. C. Pe* 
cor, the Misses Heiser, Mr. Fred Wil- 
liams, Malone's livery stfible and J. 
H. Dodaon A Bun, who were over> 
flowed and greatly damaged In 1908, 
were Incky in escaping the water's en- 
croachment Saturday night and yes- 
terday. 

While all the etreamo fa the West- 
ern part ot the county were high, no 

serious results are reported. 

Along the source of Cabin and Ken- 
nedy creeks, however, there is reported 
great damage and loee of live etoek, 
barns, fencing and outbuildings. 

The roadbed of the.C. and O. is in 
good shape aod o. k., with no inter* 
roption to any part ot the line. 

The entire Hpanisb Navy has been 
mobilized against the Moors.
